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Zf all goes as planned, the 
amateour redio community will have a 
now satellite in orbit in early June. 
Coming from a perfect flight of the 
Ariane 3 on May 17, Arianespece has 
?irmed up June 8 as the launch date 
for tse Ariane 4 which is to carry 
The Phase 3C spacecraft into orbit. 
The launch window is around seven in 
the macrning local time. A world-wide 
network of amateur stations will 
carry a description of the launch, 
using inforswgation directly froa the 
site. WIAW will operate on its 
normal voice bulletin frequencies. 
AMSAT and various NASA emateur club 
facilities will be scattered across 
various frequencies in most HF bands. 
The voice information will be avail- 
able on the telephone network so it 
will be there for the use of any 
repeater operators who are willing to 
pay for the connection. 


When Phase 3C is ejected from the 
launcher, is will be in an orbit 
which takes it out to about 22,000 
miles and allows it-.to fall back to 
137 giles. The drag at that low 
height would cause the orbit to decay 
quite rapidly, so when a good set of 
parameters describing the orbit are 
available, the on-board rocket gotor 
will be started at the high point, or 
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apogee, for a short burn to add some 
velocity in the direction of flight, 
causing the low point, or perigee, to 
be raised. The target perigee height 
is around 900 miles. This whole 
procedure should be accomplished in 
about four orbits or two days. 


With the satellite safely out of 
the effects of close encounters with 
Earth twice a day, the controllers 
can take their time to get a highly 
precise set of-.orbital parameters for 
the next maneuvers. The launch will 
be almost directly east out of 
Kourou, causing the plane of the 
spacecraft orbit to be inclined about 
ten degrees to the equator. The 
target inclination is 57 degrees or 
more. When the tracking data is 
deemed to be accurate enough, a 
second firing of the rocket motor 
will be accomplished to translate the 
inclination to the desired figure. 
The perigee or apogee may be refined 
with this burn as well. After some 
further study, a third burn may be 
done. All of this is expected to 
take at least a month, after which 
the facilities of the satellite will 
be made available for use. 


Phase 3C is equipped with the 
following communication facilities: 


1. Mode B - Uplink 70 cm, down- 
link 2 meters. 

2. Mode JL - Mode J uplink 2 
meters, Mode L uplink 23 cam.

4. Mode S - Uplink 70 cm, down- 
link 13 ca.

ANTIPODAL 
POINT? 


Last month's EXCITER asked the names, 
locations, and distances to the two points 
on the Earth, that regardless of what 
bearing you point your antenna to, you'll 
always be pointing to these locations?? 


One of the answers is pretty straight 
forward, it's Raleigh! What's called 
“long-path" propagation is when your 
signal travels round the globe and arrives 
back here in_- Raleigh. Distance to 
Raleigh, via long-path, is the 
circumference of the Earth, roughly 22,000 
miles. ety: 


Given that hint, the other answer should 
be quite easy... 


Called the antipodal (an-TIP-o-dat) point, 
its location is on _ the opposite side of 
the globe -and the farthest point on the 
Earth- from your reference point. 


The antipodal point can be located by 
using the "negative" values for latitude & 
longitude...(Raleigh's lat & long is 35.8 
North latitude, 78.6 West longitude ... to 
find the antipodal point for Raleigh, we 
must find the point at 35.8 SOUTH 
latitude, 78.6 EAST longitude). 


Raleigh's antipodal point is_ located in 
the Indian Ocean, approx. 2,400 miles West 


of Perth, Australia, and 3000 miles south, 
of the southernmost tip of India. It's 


approx. 11,153 miles from Raleigh. 


The nearest land mass to our antipodal 
point is Amsterdam Island. Until you've 
worked that FB8 prefix, you ain't worked 
"clear round the world!"

New Part 97.503: "A teleoraphy 
examination must consist of a message sent 
in the international Morse code at ne less 
than the prescribed speed for 5 minutes. 
No message know to the examinee may be 
edministered in a teleoraphy examination. 
Each 5 letters of the alphabet must be 
counted as 1 word. Each numeral, 
punctuation mark and prosian must be 
counter as 2 letters of the alphabet." 
Note that existing regulations count a 
prosicn as 1 letter, not two. 


New Part 97.173: " ...The examinee is 
responsible for knowing all the letters of 
the alphabet, numerals 0-9, period, comma, 
question marx, slant mark, and prosigns 
AR, 8T, and SK." Note here that unlike 
current regs, tne new proposed ones no 
yonger mandate code tests to contain EVERY 
letter, numeral, and specified punctuation 
and prosign.

MARS?? WHAT'S THAT? 
I was monitoring '64 a few days back and 
heart an interesting discussion about 
MARS. Unfortunately, like many things you 
hear on the air, not’ all of the 
information being discussed was correct.

MARS means "Military Affiliate Radio 
System".

And while there may be as 
many reasons to’ join MARS as there are 
MARS members, I think it all comes down to 
one ‘bottom line‘: MARS is one more way 
you can use your communication skills and 
equipment to help other people. 


I said there are’ three different versions 
of MARS. The Army, Navy, and Air Force 
each operate their own version. There are 
differences. Which you should join (and 
I'd certainly encourage ALL RARS members 
to join MARS) is a matter of personal 
preference. Perhaps you had some service 
time. Many of us have. While I've got a 
lot of pleasant memories’ from my 22 air 
Force years, maybe your years in uniform 
weren't the most enjoyable of your life. 

Why should you spend time and money now to 
be a part of something you may have not 
enjoyed?
